1944 Income Paid on 
or After Jan. 1 It 
Under New Tax Rate* 

The revised rates for witholding in- 
come tax from wages, provided by the 
Individual Income Tax Act of 1944, 
apply to all wages paid by an employ- 
er to his employes on and after- Jan. 
1, 1945, regardless of when the wages 
were earned, Carter H. Harrison, col- 
lector of internal revenue, announces 
in a news release sent out from the 
First District revenue offices in Chi- 
cago. 

Under the new law, he cites, for 
example, any wages earned in Dec- 
ember but not paid to the employe 
until Jan. 1 or later are subject to 
the new withholding rates. 

On the average, about the same a- 
mount of tax will be withheld under 
the new rates as was withheld under 
the old rates.

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Anti-Inflation Campaign 

Pointing out that there are other ways in which wars 
can be lost, besides on the battlefield, the Antioch-Lake 
Villa-Grant township rationing board is endeavoring to 
cooperate in all respects with the national anti-inflation 
campaign sponsored by the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration. 

In order to carry on the local program to best advan- 
tage, the board recently created a Community Service 
panel to coordinate the efforts of local business people 
and housewives in making sure that price ceilings are 
uniformly observed and justly applied. 

Since the burden of inflation, like the rain, falls upon 
the just and the unjust alike, and brings the greatest 
hardships to those least able, financially, to bear them, 
it is felt that the general public will give hearty cooper- 
ation to the Community Service panel in its work. 

Asking for such cooperation throughout the country, 
the Office of Price Administration says ~ 

"Looking back over the inflationary experiences which 
followed World War 1, we must face the fact that a very 
critical period in our present price control program lies 
in the months just ahead. With our present controls it 
is unlikely that prices would get away as badly as they 
did after the last war. But any increase in food prices at 
this critical time could bring serious pressures on other 



prices. We are now faced with the following dangers: 

"1. Good news from the battle fronts may give people 
an unfounded feeling that there is no longer any danger 
of rising prices. 

"2. While military victories may improve the supplies 
of some foods enough to ease the pressure's on tome 
prices, we face an overall picture of very uncertain sup- 
ply and unpredictable price ^pressures. The dangers of 
serious inflation will remain. In the face of this uncert- 
ainly we must guard against having particular price de- 
creases interpreted as a general decline in the danger of 
inflation. If this happened before overall supplies actual- 
ly equal demand, we could very rapidly lose all of the 
ground we have held so far and set the stage for a dis- 
astrous depression."
